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1.1 Million Acres Tentatively Accepted in 12th CRP Signup 


USDA’s Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation 
Service (ASCS) has tentatively accepted another 1.1 
million cropland acres into the Conservation Reserve 
Program (CRP) for retirement in the 1993 crop year. 
This acreage was accepted from nearly 2.6 million acres 
bid in the 12th signup period held June 15-26. The 
acres are tentative because farmers who submitted the 
bids are not obligated to enter into a CRP contract. 
Contracted acreage enrolled in the previous 11 signup 
periods totals 35.4 million acres. Congress did not 
include money for new CRP enrollment in the fiscal year 
1993 appropriation. While this will not affect payments 
on land enrolled in signup periods 1-12, no new signup 
opportunities are expected to be held next year. 


This issue of RTD UPDATES summarizes acreage 
tentatively accepted in the 12th CRP signup period, as 
well as CRP acres contracted in signup periods 1-11.

The tables provide State-level detail on the number of 
contracts and acres enrolled, contracts and acres with 
tree plantings, average rental rates, average erosion 
reductions, and commodity program base acres 
reduced for the life of the CRP contract. 


Additional CRP statistics and information describing the 
operation of the program are reported in the 
forthcoming _ statistical bulletin The Conservation 
Reserve Program: Enrollment Statistics for Signup 
Periods 1-11 and Fiscal Years 1990-92, Economic 
Research Service, USDA. CRP data are also available 
as an electronic database in the form of DOS- 
compatible ASCIl files.
